Is Discovered 


At South Pole 


Lakes, Brown Mounds 
Are Seen From Air

ABOARD THE U-S.S. MOUNT 
OLYMPUS, Feb. 11 (A^ — Th e dis­ 
covery on th e frozen South Polar 
cuntlnent of a remarkable Inland 
oasis" of muddy pea green lakes 
dotted with tall dark brown mounas 
of apparenUy bare earth was an­ 
nounced today. Th e discovery may 
be one of th e most important made 
by th e Navy expedition. 
La nd 4 0 MUe Wide 
A 40-mile-wide land of lakes re­ 
gion with <x)nical mounds rising 500 
feet above th e surface in an area 
completely devoid of ice was located 
inland in th e vicinity of th e Knox 
Coast by fliers of th e expedition’s 
western task group reconnoiterlng 
in PBM M ariner planes Monday 
Capt. Robert S. Quackenbush , Jr. 
ch ief of th e expediUonaxy staff, 
said. 
Discovery 
of 
th e 
lakes 
and 
mounds, wh ich resembkd ch ocolate 
drops frpm th e air, raised th e ques­ 
tion as to wh eth er th e area migh t 
be warm enough to support year- 
round h um an settlements comfort­ 
ably. 
Expeditionary leaders said 
th ey considered th e discovery oí 
gr e a t e s t significance from th e 
standpoints of geology and geo­ 
graph y. 
Dispatch es to th is h eadquarters 
sh ip from Capt. Ch arles A. Bond, 
commanding th e western wing, said 
th e lakes were "of a pea green, 
muddy color. Interspersed with dark 
blue aiKi ligh t green." and th at 
conical sh aped mounds rising 500 
feet were dark brown in color. 
Th e reports said th ere was no 
smoke seen in th e region. Th e re­ 
ference to smcAce indicated th at th e 
mounds resembled volcanic peaks, 
but no furth er explanation was 
given. 
Th e exact location of th e area 
and

mounds sigh ted were not specified. 
Bond’s 
dispatcJies, 
h owever, 
said 
some of th e lakes were big enough 
for a PBM to land on. 
Th e lake region h ad a radius of 
about 20 miles. Bond said, with th e 
width of th e area stretch ing about 
40 miles. Ph otograph ers’ planes took 
colored motion pictures and still 
sh ots of Uie area.

Mount Erebus is known to exLst in 
antárctica. Mount Erebus is located 
at th e western side of th e Ross Sea 
near McMurdo Sound. 
Th e same fligh ts also discovered 
numerous nunataks or Islands of 
I r(x:ks standing above th e surround­ 
ing ice sh eet on th e sh ackleton 
sh elf of ice of th e Queen Mary 
Coast. Th ey also found a new gla­ 
cier, but th e specific positions of 
all tliese discoveries were not an­ 
nounced.

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Congress Should Be Most 
Cautious On Rent Problem 


On the ground that landlords now are practically 
fhe only people subject to price ceilings. It would be 
easy to assume an arbitrary attitude toward the rent 
co- tr »I problem, currently a poser In Congress, and 
c «1 tend that these ceilings should be removed entire­ 
ly 
Alter all, as the argument logically goes, ex penses 
I* t7 landlords hav e risen in about the same proportions 
as co ts to ev en one else. 
Or, a good position can 
be maintained in behalf of a flat increase for all 
rentals—10 to 15 percent across the board. 
I: mould be equally easy to make out a case for 
the maintenance of tight ceilings on all rentals, with 
the possible ex ception of what the Senators call “ hard- 
snip” cases. 
OPA took notice of some of these cases 
last y ear and granted rent increases. 
The J ob Is to 
attack the problem, fairly and squarely , in the interest 
of the general economy . 
The landlord is entitled to 
his day in court. 
Likewise the tenant. 
By taking Indiv idual cases, good arguments can 
b* made out on both sides. 
Many tenants are bad 
news 
Whatev er profits a landlord may ex pect from 
his ownership often are lost because the tenant haa 
sbu'-fd the property . 
Some landlords are disagree­ 
able penny -pinching, out to ex ploit the property re­ 
gard a s of rule*, regulations and ethics. 
But what 
about the general welfare? 
The outstanding shortage, right now In this coun­ 
try . 
the housing shortage. 
Thousands of families

friends and ev en strangers. 
Housing is a basic

ty .

In im portance, it 
is on the same lev el w ith food, m edicine and fam ily

So whatev er Congress does should be done with 
the utmost care, with the plight of the landlord and 
the tenant thoughtfully considered, but the risks to 
: e r.ati >nal economy —the welfare of all—ev en more 
diligently weighed. 
An acr * s-the-board increase would prov ide re- 
jifj — perhaps inadequate in some cases — for some 
la: dlords who were caught with their ceilings too 
low 
It also would simply cushion the v elv et for 
ft:hera—those, for instance, who started under rent 
control with better-than-av erage rentals and provided 
or.Iy the barest maintenance throughout the control 
period. 
Congress had better proceed with this problem 
in an atmosphere of ex treme caution, with the plight 
of the many tenants constantly in mind. 
The effect 
of a general increa e might provide the pin that 
puncUired the bubble. 


Soviet Government Has 
Broken Another Promise 


Russia has broken another promise. 
At a meet- 
tr.c of the Council of Foreign Ministers in New York 
la r month, Mr. Molotov asked that its nex t session 
be held in Moscow Former Secretary of State By rnes, 
before accepting the inv itation, asked whether assur­ 
ances could be giv en that the same procedure for re­ 
porting the work of the Council would be followed as 
had obtained in Paris and New York 
His inquiry was pertinent, because freedom of the 
press is not recognized in Russia and few’ foreign 
correspondents are allowed to v isit that country . But 
Mr Molotov, in his reply , said: 
“ The Sov iet Gov ern­ 
ment will be happy to see the ministers in Moscow 
and ev ery thing will be done, in spite of the housing 
difficulties, to accommodate the correspondents and 
to create the most fav orable conditions for their work. 
They will be able to report from Moscow on the pro­ 
ceedings of the conference as they reported in Paris 
and New York ” 
On that basis, Mr. By rnes v oted 
to accept the Russian inv itation. 
Sev enty -three American correspondents hav e ap- 
p'ted for Russian v isas for the meeting to begin March 
10 
The ship for the first leg of the trip leav es New 
York February 14. and to date not one of the 7 3 
applications has been approved. 
Now Moscow ad­ 
v ises that because of a “ housing shortage,” only 
twenty American correspondents can be accommodated 
—and that includes photographers, newsreels men, 
radio broadcasters and magazine w'riters as well as 
reporters for press associations and newspapers. 
By contrast, 2500 press and radio representativ es 
were registered at San Francisco for the first m eeting 
of the United Nations. 
And the meeting at M oscow 
Is the most important international assem bly since 
the Versailles Conference in 19 19 . 
No lim itation s 
a 
to the numbers were imposed at Paris, New York 
or London. 
Those cities had housing problem s too. 
But the press Is welcome in France, E ng land and the 
United States. 
It isn't welcome in R ussia, and there 
Is no point in ev ading the Issue. 
That the Kremlin wants to discuss the German 
and Austrian settlements under Iron-curtain con- 
CiU&m, if it can. is all too obv ious. 
The housing 
ah » nace probably is only the first step toward that 
end. 
Secretary Marshall will make a serious mistake, 
Jr. our opinion, if he permits the Muscov ites to get 
away this initial breach of faith. 
This meeting was 
not forced on the Russians. 
They asked for it. 
If 
they are not equal to its obligations, the site can be 
charged. 
The Sov iets should be made to understand that, 
when they give us their word on something, we ex pect 
them * > k* * p it 
This is a good place to begin driv ing 
that home to them.

TH E HISTORY OF DIABETES 
M 


OST o t us are familiar with 
the names of Banting and 
Best as the discov ers of 
insulin. No one knows how 
many liv es the drug has sav ed and 
v ictims of diabetes and their fam ­ 
ilies thruout the world are forev er 
grateful. But v ital adv ances like 
this rarely “ J ust happen** and are 
usually the culmination of sev eral 
centuries of research. Who are the 
unsung heroes In the study of the 
disease? 
Approx imately 19 00 
y ears 
ago 
Aretaeus of Cappadocia (30-9 0 A. 
D.) 
coined 
the 
word 
•‘diabetes*’ 
(meaning “ sy phon") to describe a 
wasting condition In which the pa­ 
tient passed tremendous amounts 
of urine. He wrote of rapid weight 
loss, unquenchable thirst, and the 
fact that the ailment seemed to 
follow an acute infection. Galen 
appeared on the scene 100 y ears 
later and referred to “ ft weakness of 
the 
kidney s 
which 
cannot 
hold 
back water.” 


But ancient Chinese, J apanese, 
Arabian and Hindu medical men 
were also making observ ations on 
the disturbance and, If any thing, 
understood It somewhat better than 
their Greek and Roman colleagues. 
One Hindu 
phy sician 
called 
the 
abnormality “ madhumeha,** which 
means 
“ honey 
urine.” 
In 
other 
words, he realized that the secre­ 
tion 
contained 
sugar. 
Av icenna 
(9 8 0-1027 A. D.>, the great Arab 
doctor, went into such great detail 
that little has been added since his 
time. He recorded the sy mptoms, 
knew that sugar could be found in 
the 
urine, 
stated 
that 
diabetes 
should be suspected In any one suf­ 
fering from boils o r gangrene,' and 
that it was not uncommon In v ic­ 
tims of tuberculosis. 
So far, considerable progress had 
been made ev en tho the origin was 
unknown 
nor were recommenda­ 
tions on treatment offered. Willis 
(1621-167 5) 
believed that diabetes 
was a blood disease and in 17 7 6, 
Dobson demonstrated that the urine 
of diabetics contained sugar that 
ferments and that the blood was 
sweet. The turning point came with 
Bouchardat (18 06-18 8 6). He dev el­ 
oped tests for study ing the urinary 
ex cretions and suggested alterations 
In the diet such as less carbohy ­ 
drates and more iats. His patients 
were encouraged to go on periodic 
fasts after he noticed that during 
the siege of Paris, when food was 
scarce, they did better than at any 
other time. Claude Bernard analy z­ 
ed the pancreatic J uice and Mering 
and 
Minkowski showed 
that Ye- 
mov al of the pancreas of animals 
caused hy pergly cemia. 


This was the state of affairs at 
the turn of the 20th century . Insulin 
had not y et been produced but phy ­ 
sicians were beginning to suspect 
the pancreas as the seat of the ill­ 
ness. The site was further narrowed 
down to certain ty pes of cells with­ 
in this organ, the inlands of Langer- 
hans, and the great race to make 
the ex tract started. 
Zuelzer, Dohm, and Marx er came 
closest without actually succeeding. 
Their preparation resembled insulin, 
but was so impure that after ev ery 
injection a reaction occurred. Mean­ 
while. Massaglla In 19 12 attempted 
to treat the malady with a pan­ 
creatic ex tract. With the Appearance 
of insulin, we were supplied with a 
safe product that Is successful when 
used intelligently . Phy sicians all ov er 
the world were galv anized into ac­ 
tion and the disease was lifted im­ 
mediately from the “ hopeless” class.

The disorder may appear following 
injury such as insect bites or squeez­ 
ing blackheads and is often associa­ 
ted with skin disorders such as acne 
rosacea. It is more common in wo­ 
men and children with delicate skin 
and sometimes appears subsequent 
to prolonged ex posure to wind or 
sun. Occasionally it "runs in fam i­ 
lies’* and now and then no cause 
can be found. Skin specialists treat 
the condition by radiation, the in­ 
jection of sclerosing agents, or elec­ 
troly sis.

During the battle seven occupants 
of the clubrooms and at least five 
of the attackers were wounded, the 
informants said. 
The tense Holy Land was made 
even more Jittery when a loud but 
harmless explosion shook the har­ 
bor at Haifa, 50 miles north of Tel 
Aviv.

Land 4$ Mile Wide 
A 40-mile-wide land of lakes re­ 
gion with conical mounds rising 500 
feet above the surface in an area 
completely devoid of ice was located 
inland in the vicinity al the Knox 
Coast by fliers of the expedition’s 
western task group reconnoitering 
in PBM Mariner planes Monday, 
Capt. Robert 8. Quackenbush, Jr., 
chief of the expeditionary staff, 
said. 
Discovery 
of 
the 
lakes 
and 
mounds, which resembled chocolate 
drops frpm the air, raised the ques­ 
tion as to whether the area might 
be warm enough to support year- 
round human settlements comfort­ 
ably. 
Expeditionary leaders said 
they considered the discovery of 
g r e a t e s t significance from the 
standpoints of geology and geo­ 
graphy. 
Dispatches to this headquarters 
ship from Capt. Charles A. Bond, 
commanding the western wing, said 
the lakes were "of a pea green, 
muddy color, Interspersed with dark 
blue and light green,” and that 
conical shaped mounds rising 500 
feet were dark brown in color. 
The reports said there was no 
smoke seen in the region.

They hunted for fingerprints on 
her purse, a partly filled wine bot­ 
tle, two brown shoes and articles of 
clothing near the body.

Capt. Jack Donatio*, chief of the

Congress Should Be Most 
Cautious On Rent Problem 


On the ground th at landlords now are practically 
the only people subject to price ceilings, it would be 
easy to assume an arbitrary attitude toward the rent 
control problem, currently a poser in Congress, and 
contend th at these ceilings should be removed entire­ 
ly. 
After all, as the argum ent logically goes, expenses 
for landlords have risen in about the same proportions 
as costs to everyone else. 
Or, a good position can 
be m aintained in behalf of a flat increase for all 
rentals—IO to 15 percent across the board. 
It would be equally easy to make out a case for 
the m aintenance of tight ceilings on all rentals, with 
the possible exception of w hat the Senators call "hard­ 
ship” cases. 
OPA took notice of some of these cases 
last year and granted rent Increases. 
The Job is to 
attack the problem, fairly and squarely, In the interest 
of the general economy. 
The landlord is entitled to 
his day in court. 
Likewise the tenant. 
By taking individual cases, good arguments can 
be made out on both sides. 
Many tenants are bad 
news. 
W hatever profits a landlord may expect from 
his ownership often are lost because the ten an t has 
abused the property. 
Some landlords are disagree­ 
able. penny-pinching, out to exploit the property re­ 
gardless of rules, regulations and ethics. 
But w hat 
about the general welfare? 
The outstanding shortage, right now In this coun­ 
try is the housing shortage. 
Thousands of families 
still are holed up in ln-the-w all com partm ents. Thou­ 
sands are sharing cramped quarters with ln-laws, 
friends and even strangers. 
Housing Is a basic 
necessity. 
Its effects on the w arp and woof of the 
national character is tremendous. 
In im portance, it 
1; on the same level with food, medicine and family 
life. 
So whatever Congress does should be done with 
the utm ost care, with the plight of the landlord and 
the tenant thoughtfully considered, but the risks to 
the national economy—the welfare of all—even more 
diligently weighed. 
An across-the-board Increase would provide re­ 
lief — perhaps inadequate in some cases — for some 
landlords who were caught with their ceilings too 
low. 
It also would simply cushion the velvet for 
Bihers—those, for Instance, who started under ren t 
control with better-than-average rentals and provided 
only the barest m aintenance throughout the control 
period. 
Congress had better proceed with this problem 
in an atmosphere of extreme caution, w ith the plight 
of the many tenants constantly in mind. 
The effect 
of a general increase m ight provide the pin th a t 
punctured the bubble. 


Soviet Government Has 
Broken Another Promise 


Russia has broken another promise. 
At a m eet­ 
ing of the Council of Foreign M inisters in New York 
last m onth, Mr. Molotov asked th a t its next session 
be held In Moscow. Former Secretary of State Byrnes, 
before accepting the invitation, asked w hether assur­ 
ances could be given th a t the same procedure for re­ 
porting the work of the Council would be followed as 
had obtained in Paris and New York. 
His inquiry was pertinent, because freedom of the 
press is not recognized in Russia and few foreign 
correspondents are allowed to visit th a t country. B ut 
Mr. Molotov, in his reply, said: 
"The Soviet Govern­ 
m ent will be happy to see the m inisters In Moscow 
and everything will be done, in spite of the housing 
difficulties, to accommodate the correspondents and 
to create the most favorable conditions for their work. 
They will be able to report from Moscow on the pro­ 
ceedings of the conference as they reported in Paris 
and New York ” 
On th a t basis, Mr. Byrnes voted 
to accept the Russian invitation. 
Seventy-three American correspondents have ap­ 
plied for Russian visas for the meeting to begin M arch 
IO. 
The ship for the first leg of the trip leaves New 
York February 14, and to date not one of the 73 
applications has been approved. 
Now Moscow ad­ 
vises th at because of a “housing shortage,” wily 
tw enty American correspondents can be accommodated 
—and th a t includes photographers, newsreels men, 
radio broadcasters and magazine writers as well as 
reporters for press associations and newspapers. 
By contrast, 2600 press and radio representatives 
were registered at San Francisco for the first meeting 
of the United Nations. 
And the meeting at Moscow 
is the most im portant international assembly since 
the Versailles Conference in 1919. 
No lim itations 
as to the numbers were imposed a t Paris, New York 
or London. 
Those cities had housing problems too. 
But the press is welcome in France, England and the 
United States. 
It isn’t welcome in Russia, and there 
is no point in evading the issue. 
T hat the Kremlin wants to discuss the G erm an 
and Austrian settlem ents under iron-curtain con­ 
ditions. if it can, is all too obvious. 
The housing 
shortage probably is only the first step toward th a t 
end. 
Secretary M arshall will make a serious mistake, 
in our opinion, lf he permits the Muscovites to get 
away this Initial breach of faith. 
This meeting was 
not forced on the Russians. 
They asked for it. 
If 
they are not equal to its obligations, the site can be 
charged. 
The Soviets should be made to understand that, 
when they give us their word on something, we expect 
them to keep it. 
This is a good place to begin driving 
th at home to them.

THE HISTORY OF DIABETES 
M 


OST of us are familiar with 
the names of Banting and 
Best as the discovert at 
insulin. No one knows how 
many lives the drug has saved and 
victims of diabetes and their fam­ 
ilies thruout the world are forever 
grateful. But vital advances like 
this rarely "Just happen** and art 
usually the culmination of several 
centuries of research. Who art the 
unsung heroes in the study of tho 
disease? 
Approximately 
1900 years 
ago 
Aretaeu* of Cappadocla (30-90 A. 
D.) coined tho word "diabetes" 
(meaning '‘syphon”) to describe a 
wasting condition in which the pa­ 
tient passed tremendous amounts 
of urine. He wrote of rapid weight 
loss, unquenchable thirst, and tho 
fact that the ailment seemed to 
follow an acute Infection. Galen 
appeared on the scene IOO years 
later and referred to "a weakness of 
the kidneys which cannot hold 
back water." 


But ancient Chinese, Japanese, 
Arabian and Hindu medical men 
were also making observations on 
the disturbance and, if anything, 
understood it somewhat better than 
their Greek and Roman colleagues. 
One Hindu physician called the 
abnormality "madhumeha," which 
means "honey urine.** In other 
words, be realised that the secre­ 
tion 
contained 
sugar. 
Avicenna 
(980-1037 A. IX), the great Arab 
doctor, went into such great detail 
that little has been added since his 
time. He recorded the symptoms, 
knew that sugar could be found in 
the urine, stated 
that diabetes 
should be suspected in anyone suf­ 
fering from bolls or gangrene'and 
that it was not uncommon In vic­ 
tims of tuberculosis. 
So far, considerable progress had 
been made even tho the origin was 
unknown nor were recommenda­ 
tions on treatment offered. Willis 
(1631-1975) believed that diabetes 
was a blood disease and in 1776, 
Dobson demonstrated that the urine 
of diabetics contained sugar that 
ferments and that the blood was 
sweet. The turning point came with 
Bouchardat (1806-1886). He devel­ 
oped tests for studying the urinary 
excretions and suggested alterations 
In the diet such as less carbohy­ 
drates and more fats. His patients 
were encouraged to go on periodic 
fasts after he noticed that during 
the siege of Paris, when food was 
scarce, they did better than at any 
other time. Claude Bernard analys­ 
ed the pancreatic Juice and Mering 
and Minkowski showed that Vc- 
moral of the pancreas at animals 
caused hyperglycemia.

Philippi

Elizakle reported that while his 
government could get by with an 
initial 
extension 
of 
$25,000,000, 
chiefly for the upkeep of schools 
and hospitals, the Philippines would 
need five years or more to repay 
the full $75,000,000. 
Secretary Snyder and 
Will 
Clayton of the state department 
finally thawed out during the 
argument and, with some coax­ 
ing by the President, agreed ta 
extend the repayment period to 
five years. They also agreed 
that, lf the Philippines can’t 
Cy In that time, the loan will 
renegotiated.

It wa« foreseen by the 
founding father* that there might 
be a three-corner or even a four- 
one ballot as a unit for a candidate. 
of any group or faction or u»oc 
would receive a majority. 
What Constitution Provides 
So tile Constitution says that soon 
after such an election deadlock, 
the House of Repreoentatives shad 
go Into session constituting tUe'J 
as an electoral college. Each state 
delegation then is required to poll 
its members and each state votes 
one ballot as a ult for a candidate. 
In ca.se of a tie, a half vote is cist. 
Tilts method was used in the fatu­ 
ous Tllden-Hayes contest in 1877 It 
gives 
Ute 
peoples 
legislature 
a 
chance to pick a president and for 
public opinion to function, and this 
is in consonance with the systems 
that have prevailed in parliamen­ 
tary government for many cen­ 
turies. 
But, it will be asked, what pro­ 
vision can be made for the handl­ 
ing of Ute executive power at the 
White House until the House of 
Representatives does act? It took 
several weeks, for example, before 
tile House picked Rutherford Hayes 
In 1877. The answer is merely to 
amend tile present law so that the 
President Pro Tempore of the Sen­ 
ate shall hold the office of President 
of the United States temporarily— 
that is, until such time as the House 
of Representatives shall have chosen 
a President. 
Tile Congress may by law provide 
for presidential succession ami, at 
present by a law passed In 1886. the 
secretary of state is designated to 
succeed when there is no vice presi­ 
dent. From 1792 to 1886 it was the 
president of the Senate and then 
the speaker of the House who were 
to be in line of succession. 8lrce 
Congress was given full power by 
the Constitution to determine the 
method of succession and to change 
that 
method, 
whenever 
it 
felt 
change was desirable, there Is no 
constitutional barrier to the selec­ 
tion of an “acting” president woo 
shall serve merely until the House 
of Representatives make# a selec­ 
tion. It would be a step Incidental 
to the selection process. 
Held Mistake ta Fleet Speaker 
It would be a mistake to permit 
the speaker of the House to become 
"acting" president because his ser­ 
vices will be needed in presiding 
over the House while a president is 
being selected to serve out the un­ 
expired term of the chief executive 
who will have died or become dis­ 
abled. The presiding officer of the 
.Senate would be a neutral trustee 
in sucli circumstances. 
Incidentally, 
in 
the 
twentieth 
amendment—usually 
called 
the 
"lame duck” amendment —provision 
Is made that “Congress may by law 
provide for the case wherein neither 
a president-elect nor a vice-presi­ 
dent-elect shall have qualified” at 
Ute time fixed for the beginning af 
the presidential term. 
Tills shows clearly that la has 
been intended to give Congress the 
right to choose a president when 
unusual circumstances arise. 
It has been suggested that the 
House may be Republican at the 
time when a Democratic president 
and vice president have died ar be­ 
come disabled and that the execu­ 
tive power would pass to the op­ 
posite party. This is true, but if 
the people have changed control 
of the House, it would mean mat 
an election by the House would be 
in tune with the national will at 
tile time the vacancy was being 
filled, and this In line with the 
trend of representative government 
anyway -toward methods of choos­ 
ing a president by the national 
legislature in accordance with the 
peoples will at the time the va­ 
cancy occurs.

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Stale Forestry 
law Is Becoming 
Model In Nation 


Conservation Plan 
Proving Profitable 


In the nationwide campaign to 
preserve forest* for permanent uie 
and profit, Maryland la very much 
tn the spotlight. William H. John­ 
son, district forester, commented 
yesterday. What ha* put her there. 
he declared, la the new forestry law 
enacted hy the Legislature in 1943. 
which has attracted national at­ 
tention. and which has served as a 
model for a number of states. 
This act provides for timber cut­ 
ting practices designed to secure 
sustained production of commercial­ 
ly valuable tree species on Mary­ 
land's 2.700,000 acres technically 
classified as woodland. The rules and 
regulations established by the Com­ 
mission of 8tate Forests and Parks 
under the terms of the law. John­ 
son emphasises, are few In number 
and relatively simple. It is not too 
much to say, he asserts, that a good 
part of the country Is alert to aee 
how they work.

To phrase It as simply as possible, 
it is necessary that we have good 
teacher# and enough of them. To 
meet this criterion, we must br able 
to offer our teachers provision for 
more than a so-called 'psychic re­ 
ward*. They must be given salaries 
comparable to similar professions 
which have gone through analogous 
periods of training and which have 
been somewhat similarly equipped. 
"It is suggested that a state-wide 
minimum base of $2,000 be granted 
with contemplated county grants to 
increase this $2,000 so that the 
$2,400 figure could be approximated. 
H ie Jaycees recommend uniform 
schools, smaller classes, and a sys­ 
tem of low tuition Junior colleges. 
Expansion of the state educational 
system of colleges and other higher 


institutions is recommended to meet 
"the ever-growing demand for high­ 
er education of returning veterans.”

She also asked, 
iii the cmirse of her far from favor­ 
able analy-m 
of 
his 
situation: 
“U *uki you want to bet that his 
m.fe silent 
many pleading hours 
With hun predicting 
the eventual 
outcome of his continued behavior?'’ 
Well. "Repentant,” trad this wom­ 
an s letter, as printed In my column, 
and has written me again. He says 
that .vlie "has already lost the bet 
She offers ” because his wife never 
did .spend hours pleading with him 
and predicting the outcome of his 
behavior. 
"I wish she 
had!" 
he 
•ays fervently. 
Then he goes on to explain more 
fully his own view of the situation 
lr. which the rem useful and enlight­ 
ened husband wants a chance to re­ 
deem himself, and the injured wife 
apparently prefers to sit by herself 
n .Irving her wounds—and her grudg­ 
es—than to allow him an opportu­ 
nity to try and heal them. 
"On the theory that a situation 
Eke this is not. normally, entirely 
one-sided, either in cause or effect," 
hr writes, "it is my contention that 
St is an infinitely greater display of 
strength of 
character to 
attempt 
•caution of the problem, which may 
require some 
temporary 
sacrifice, 
rather than to run away from it 
and take refuge in the defeatist a t­ 
titude that one is ‘so full of resent­ 
ment.* 
That 
attitude 
indicates, 
among other things, vindictiveness. 
which, by IU very existence, is an 
unconscious 
admission 
of lost of 
faith in oneself, rather than in the 
other persons'* ability and sincere 
desire to mend his ways.” 
In this I find myself in complete 
bl::cement with "Repentant," and 
a -*o when he says: 
"It is my sin­ 
cere belief that love, real love, is a 
pretty difficult thing to kill . . . 
L*>v« can be. however, very effect- 
h»ly covered up. and may even be 
thought to be missing entirely, bf 
the existence and magnitude af 
ether emotions." 
Referring specifically to his own 


problem, he then says: "The chance 
I ask for is merely the one to live 
and thereby prove the soundness of 
the above theories and beliefs in 
the sincere desire to redeem myself 
in my wife's eyes and to give my 
family the kind of home life and 
real happiness they so richly de­ 
serve. 
That this chance must 
be 
based on love on both sides, or a 
common love for our daughter, is 
axiomatic. 
I do not, in any case 
doubt my wife’s ability in that di­ 
rection, once the desire is created 
nor do I doub, my own. inasmuch as 
the attainment of that goal has be­ 
come the most important thing in 
my life." 
And at this point let me restate 
my own point of view in regard to 
this type 
of situation, 
in a little 
different language from before, per­ 
haps. but with essentially the same 
meaning. 
I do not believe in the wisdom of 
giving endless “chances" to a man 
who has nothing to offer a mistreat­ 
ed wife but wishful thinking; by 
which I mean a man who continu­ 
ally promises to turn over a new 
leaf, but whose promises are based 
on superficial and fleeting feelings, 
rather than on the real change of 
heart and 
viewpoint which alone 
could enable him to be truly differ­ 
ent and better husband. 
I do believe that a person who 
hss through sincere soul-search­ 
ing and honest self-analysis, gained 
sufficient insight into hisself and 
his problem to recognise and frankly 
admit where he was at fault, to see 
how he can correct these faults, and 
to have the determination and will 
power to put everything he has into 
correcting them, deserves, as I said 
before, another chance. It was be­ 
cause I felt that the original letter 
of our friend “Repentant" showed 
him to be of this latter type that I 
expressed the hope he would get 
the "other chance" he was seeking.

Repetition is one of the 
basic tenets of the Third Pro­ 
gramme. A listener who hasnt time 
for all three acts of a play may 
listen to two on one night and 
catch the third the following night. 
But this is not the whole purpose 
of the repetition. The directors of 
the program feel that music and 
drama lovers can t get enough of a 
masterpiece.

Besides music end drama, the 
Third Programme offers features, 
poetry reading* and talks, generally 
weighty ones. Even in the line of 
peotry the directors have made no 
concessions to popularity. Possibly 
the most impressive bit of dramatic 
poetry was the recital of Chaucer’s 
“Canterbury Tales’* In the original 
English, which to many Britons Is 
almost as foreign a language as 
Greek. 
The reaction of the public to a 
program cast on such a lofty plane 
was awaited with considerable nerv­ 
ousness. The towering intellectual­ 
ity of the program requires of Its 
listeners not only close attention 
but a great deal of time. Would any 
one listen for three and a half 
hours to an opera familiar only to 
scholars? 
On the basis of four 
months’ operation, the B.B.C. re­ 
ports that its listener response Is 
very encouraging. A survey revealed 
that 7 per cent of the listeners were 
enthusiastic about the program, and 
21 per cent were "Interested" in it. 
Some.of the programs have reached 
as many as 2,000,000 listeners, which 
is a large audience In a nation of 
44,000,000 persons, particularly since 
the program covers only about fifty 
per cent of the potential audience. 


Whether the Third Programme 
will lead to a general elevation of 
the cultural standards of Britain Is 
a moot point. Some of England’s 
most optimistic critics think so. 
"The Third Programme," according 
to Edward Back Ville-West writing in 
the 'New Statesman and Nation,' 
“may well become the greatest edu­ 
cative and civilising force England 
hat known since the secularization 
of the theater in the sixteenth 
century."
